ACING Rules have been published by 
the Irish Motor Racing Club, and 


"in future these, in addition to the Inter- 


national Sporting Code and the Competi- 
tion Rules of the Royal Irish Automobile 
Club, will apply to the Bray, Limerick 
and Pheonix Park events, and to any 
other races of the I.M.R.C, 

With road racing developing as it has 
done in the Irish Free State, it was 
desirable that a Racing Code should be 
adopted, for the Competition Rules of the 
R.1.A.C. are not, so far as Í am aware, 
readily obtainable. As things were, all 
eventualities not provided for in the Inter- 
national Sporting Code had to be covered 
in the supplementary regulations of each 
race. Now, so far as the I.M.R.C. 1s 
concerned, the supplementary regulations 
need cover but certain matters belonging 
to the race for which they are specifically 
drawn up. ¢ 

These Racing Rules are, of course, 
designed especially for I.M.R.C. events. 
If, however, other clubs promoting car 
races in Treland were to run them under 
these rules that might be a great con- 
venience to competitors. 

Whether the new Racing Rules would 
be acceptable to the other clubs is, of 
course, a matter of which I am not sure. 
The Rules constitute an ambitious little 
volume, and I have not yet studied them 
closely. They have, however, _ been 
approved by the Royal Irish Automobile 
Club, and that should be a guarantee of 
their suitability. Their compilers are en- 
titled to congratulation upon the very 
complete index, an item which shows that 
great care was taken in bringing out the 
book. 

Copies of the Racing Rules will be cir- 
culated to all members of the I.M.R.C., 
but others may obtain copies at 6d. each. 


ULSTER T.T. RACE 


MOTOR BADGES AGAIN 
NECESSARY 

The Northern Ministry of Home Affairs 
has made an order, the.effect of which is 
that every motor vehicle entering the T.T. 
race area between midnight on 6th 
September and 5 p.m. on 7th September 

must display a badge which costs 2s, 6d. 
The police traffic regulations for the race 
were issued yesterday. Traffic to the 
course before and during the race (other 
than 'buses, charabancs and lorries) must 

use one of the following routes only: 


Queen’s Bridge, Newtownards road, 
Gelston’s Corner, and either Holywood 
road or Belmont road. 

Ormeau Bridge, Ormeau road, Park 


road, Ravenhill road, My Lady’s road, 
Cherryville street, Beersbridge road, and 
either Bloomfield road, North road, Upper 
Newtownards road, Sandown road, King’s 
road and Old Dundonald road ; or Castle- 
reagh road and Ballygowan road.

Marsella was remanded in custody for a 
week, Erin was also remanded for a week 
and allowed bail, himself in £20 and two 
sureties of £5 each.

Very conveniently the shooting of these 


rds becomes legal just at a time when 


eggs, mushrooms and lettuce are plentiful, 


and any or all of these are considered 
solid and correct accompaniments of the 
d sh. 

Grouse should be allowed to hang as 
long as possible in a cool and dry place; 
the peculiar flavour for which it 1s so 
much valued being wanting if the birds 
are cooked too soon. 

When the day for cooking arrives, the 
birds should be plucked delicately to avoid 
breaking the skin. After being drawn 
they should be wiped well, but not washed, 
and if they are to be roasted the birds 
should be trussed like fowl, the heads 
being either twisted under the wing, or, 
better still, removed altogether. 


BASTING 


Grouse is tedious to. roast, as it requires 
constant basting. On the other hand, the 
time is short, about half-an-hour bein 
usually Sufficient. A slice of toast should 
be placed under the birds five or more 
minutes before they are removed from the 
oven, and the birds should go to table on 
this foundation. 

The toast is much improved if it is 
buttered with a mixture made by boiling 
the livers for ten minutes, pounding them 
to a mortar and mixing with pepper, salt 
and butter. 

If the family. is large and the birds few, 
a pie is more practical. Line a pie dish 
with pastry. Finely cut or mince a pound 
of raw steak,. put it on the pastry, and 
cover it with the birds, either whole or 
cut in joints. Season highly, cover with 
a cupful of stock, cover with pastry, and 
bake in a moderate oven for an hour. This 
pie may be served either hot or cold. 


IN SOUP 


If, on the other hand, the birds are 


a 
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more plentiful than required, they can be 
used for soup by way of variety. 

For this the birds should always be 
either fried or roasted for twenty minutes 
first. Then cut off the best of the meat. 
Fry some lean ham, carrots, and chopped 
onion, and stew the whole gently in two 
quarts of stock for an hour. 

Strain the soup, add thickening and‘the 
best parts of the meat, and a glass of 
claret and some mushroom ketchup if 
desired, and serve very hot. 

Cold roast grouse with salad and stuffed 
eggs makes a tasty supper dish. 

If something still more special is re- 
quired the birds should be rolled on 
streaky finely-cut bacon and cooked in a 
fireproof covered dish for about an hour. 
Unroll birds and remove skin and bones 
and recover dish. Prepare a mould either 
with aspic jelly or gelatine. If the latter 
it should be soaked in cold water before 
adding boiling water (one cup of boiling 
water to one tablespoonful gelatine). The 
mould can be decorated to taste with hard- 
boiled sliced eggs, gherkins, or tomatoes 
(skinned). When the decoration is set 
add layers of bird meat, bacon and jelly 
until the mould is full. Leave overnight 
to set, and serve turned out on a dish of 
lettuce. 


A HASH 


Cold left-overs of grouse make a tasty 
hash. As for jelly mould remove all meat 
end cut it small. Put skins and bones, 
some sliced onion, into a sauce-pan with 
butter and flour, and shake over a brisk 
heat until all are browned, then add a 
half-pint of stock and flavourings. 

Simmer gently for half-an-hour, strain 
the gravy, return to saucepan, and, if 
liked, add a glass of claret. Bring gently 
to the boil and put in the cut up grouse 
meat. .Make quite hot, but do not boil 
after the meat is added. Serve very hot 
with crisp squares of toast, 

As our American cousins might say,

A LLOYD GEORGE CULT 


Mr. Lloyd George received a rousing 
welcome at the Eisteddfod at Caernarvon 
yesterday. 
Presiding over the afternoon session, he 
recalled that the first Eisteddfod held there 
of which there was any real record was 10 
1821. The President's speech then consisted 
of an appeal to Welshmen to preserve the 
picturesqueness of their native land, but his 
sole practical suggestion was that the women 
of Wales should stick to their high hats and 
gowns of Welsh homespun, and that young 
girls should ‘avoid wearing French bonnets, 
the latter because he had lost his leg at 
Waterloo. 

“Human nature has not changed much in 
a century nor in many centuries. It just 
changes its enemies and its enmities. er- 
many yesterday, France the day before yes- 
terday. Who will it be to-morrow? 

“ Just’ now nations everywhere seem to be 
fumbling around for new enemies, new 
friends to help im fighting them, and new 
quarrels to justify the carnage.” ; 
Appealing to the countrymen to save Wales 
from mutilation, he said that a small part 
of the enormous wealth extracted from the 
valleys of Glamorgan and Monmouth, if 
devoted to planning and planting, would have 
not only saved them from devastation but 
edded to their allurements.

WHAT IS ** RESIDENCE *’? 


The question may be asked: In what cir- 
cumstances does a visitor become a resident 
and thereby attract liability to taxes? and it 
may be answered as follows:— —.

While the rain, which fell heavily yes- 
terday afternoon, made matters yr mor ffbe sod 
comfortable íor the spectators in the j 
ing énclosure at Ballsbridge, it di gh! 
greatly affect the jumping, which was of a 
higher standard than the previous day. 

tn the last civilian competition, four 
rounds were required to decide the placings, 
and if the course for the military was less 
severe than on Wednesday—the bars over 
the hedge and water jump being removed— 
the general standard was higher. 

Again, Germany took chief honours in the 
military contest, Kalmota repeating his 


success of the previous day by beg two | 


faultless rounds. Three others, rney 
Castle and Limerick Lace of Ireland, and 
Jimmy (Netherlands), tied with the Ger- 
man, having no faults on the first round, 
but on the jump-off, Blarney Castle had 
just one fault at the double ‘bank; Jimmy 
had faults at the double bank and the 
snake fence, while Limerick Lace, perfect 
up to the last jump, hit the snake fence 
and so incurred four faults and took third 
place, Kalmota went round rather faster 
than any of the other placed horses, but 
jumped very surely, and was magnificently 
ridden by Reittmeister Hasse. Baron, 
another of the German team, took fifth 
place, and, on form, it looks as if Germany 
will retain the Aga Khan trophy to-day. 
The conditions were more difficult durin 
the champion wall jump than at any othe 
time during the afternoon, but eighteen of 
the thirty-eight got over safely in the first 
round, Ten were eliminated at the second 
effort, which left Edgware Lady Lark, Blue 
Cross, Meta, Reliance, Eileen Oge, Darkie, 
Swastika Rose and Speculation to go a third 
time, with a pole added to the jump. Edge- 
ware Lady Lark and Darkie were the only 


failures this time, and Blue 
Cross went, out on the fourth 
round. The remaining four all jumped 


perfectly at the fifth attempt, and two more 

les raised the obstacle higher. This time 

eliance came to grief. The wall was then 
increased to 5 feet 5 inches, at which height 
Speculation failed, and eventually, at 5 feet 
10 inches, Meta went out, leaving Swastika 
Rose and Mrs. St. J. Nolan to add another 
to their long list of successes, after a most 
interesting competition. 

There was a big field for the civilian cham. 
pionship competition, which carried with it 
the Maharajah of Alwar’s Cup, and victory 
went to Sea Count, ridden by his owner, 
Major J, Hume Dudgeon, who was a member 
of the last English Army team to compete 
at Ballsbridge. It was keenly fought out, 
for, after sixteen had qualified for the second 
round, Sea Count, Duhallow Pfince, Mil- 
lionaire and Vexation were level with no 
faults. Sea Count and Millionaire were once 
more level, after a third circuit, with one 
fault. Duhallow Prince brought down the 
gate, and Vexation faulted at the water 
jump, and touched the gate a fourth time. 
Sea Count had a splendid round, but Mil- 
lionaire came to grief badly, taking some 
stones off the wall and upsetting his rider 
at the douhle bank Vexation took third 
place, and Duhallow Prince fourth, 

There were only seven competitors for the 
women’s side-saddle contest, and Mrs. Bag- 
gallay, on Edgware Lady Lark, was a clear 
winner with a perfect round. Charcoal just 
touched the stone wall, and took second prize, 
while Toby was a close third, excessive speed 
counting adverse marks here. A fault at the 
wall saw Townylea placed fourth.

Every country has been com- 
pelled in recent years to come to the 
rescue of its railways—if not by the means 
of direct subsidy or of nationalisation,

Several members of the 
Empire Parliamentary Association—some 
of them of Irish blood, all of them of Irish 
sympathies—came to Dublin during Horse 
Show Week. Every one of them was a 
distinguished parliamentarian in one or 


other of the Dominions, and we. feel very | 


strongly that the Free State Government 
ought to have taken some official notice of 
their presence in our capital. Senator 
Douglas reminds us that the visitors 
called on President de Valera, who 
received them politely. Of course they 
called on him; but they were not invited 
to call, and we have too much respect for 
Senator Douglas to believe that he would 
not have been shocked if the President 
had been rude to them. The Senator also 
reminds us that State banquets were given 
during the present year to visiting 
Premiers from some of the Dominions. 
Does not this very fact accentuate the 
coldness of the shoulder that was given 
to the members of the Empire Parliamen- 
tary Association? We do not suggest that 
a State banquet ought to have been given 
in their honour; but we do suggest that 
the Government ought to have shown some 
sign of appreciation of their visit, and, 
with all due respect to Senator Doug'as, 
we are afraid that the visitors realised 
that they were snubbed. We regret that 
the Senator's letter does not convince us, 
and wonder whether his views are shared 
by the other members of the Empire 
Parliamentary Association who acted as 
hosts to the visitors while they were in 
Dublin. Possibly, President de Valera 
and his colleagues would have liked to 
entertain the overseas representatives, but 
boggled at the word “ Empire’’ in the 
title of the Association, fearing that in 
some obscure way an official welcome 
might have been interpreted in certain 
quarters as a compromise with ‘‘ Im 
perialism.’”” They need not have had the 
slightest qualms of conscience in that 
respect. The Empire’ Parliamentary 
Association includes among its numbers 


‘members of the extremist Malan Party in 


South Africa, and even of the Indian Con- 
gress Party. In fact, it is one of the most 
widely representative bodies of public men 
in the world; and for that, if for no other, 
reason, we are exceedingly sorry that 
those of its members who visited Ireland 
should have been allowed to leave our 
shores as if they had been a party of week- 
end trippers. 


Irish Athletics 


Owners of wireless sets in the Free State 
must have listened with some perplexity 
to Colonel Broy’s broadcast last night on 
“Ireland's Participation in the Olympic 
Games,’’ Up to a point, certainly, his dis- 
course was not open to much criticism.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The reports in the Press to-day of 
the lunch yesterday which was attended by 
a number of overseas members of parliament 
have created the impression that members of 
the Government had declined to be present. 
This is not the case, The lunch was given 
to the visitors by members of the Irish Branch 
of the Empire Parliamentary Association and 
only members of the association were invited. 
None of the members of the Executive Council 
are members and consequently were not asked 
té be present. The lunch yesterday was part 
of a programme, arranged by the Irish 
Branch, in an endeavour to repay in some 
small way the hospitality which has been 
received by its members who have visited 
the overseas States of the Commonwealth, 


I trust you will be good enough to publish this 
letter in a prominent position in your next 
issue, as no member of the branch would 
wish any of our guests to take away with 
them the impression that the attitude of the 
Government of the Saorstat was other than 
most friendly, both to them and to the 
States in which vhey are distinguished public 
representatives. It is well known that the 


Government have received this year, with 


every honour, the Prime Ministers of several 
of these States, and President de Valera was 
personally visited by all the overseas members 


of parliament now visiting Dublin. One and 
all have expressed to me their appreciation 
of the courteous reception accorded to them 
by him. 

May I also point out that the presence 
of a number of overseas members of 
parliament at this time must not be 

as in any way part of the recent 
conference of the Empire Parliamentary 
Association in London. Some of our visitors 
were present at that conference; others were 
not, but they have all come to Ireland in- 
formally and unofficially. To my own knowledge 
they have been cordially welcomed by all 
Irishmen, without distinction of party, who 
have had the pleasure of meeting them.—

The Nazis have struck what is expecte:

Service men’s organisation in the last re- 
maining areas in which they have been 
allowed to flourish. Previous dissolution 
orders have already banned the League in 
large areas, and the grounds: for the 
further dissolutions are that the Stahl- 
helm was indulging in activities inimical 
to the State It is also alleged that it 
accepted among its members many 
“ Marxist ” sympathisers. 


Japan and China 


Advices from Tokio report the favour- 
able progress of negotiations to conclude 
a Sino-Japanese military agreement 
between the Japanese authorities in North 
China and the Governors of the Provinces 
of Hopei, Skantung, Shansi Suiyuan, and 
Chamar. The ostensible object of this 
agreement would be to promote the main- 
tenance of law and order in North China 
Actually, however, it is understood to be 
a further step in the plan of the Japanese 
to drive a wedge between China and Soviet 
Russia. If the agreement is concluded the 
ae affected would exceed 800,000 squar: 
miles. 


Naval Activity 


A busy time in British shipyards. is 
coming, The Admiralty is about to invite 
tenders for nineteen contract-built ships 
under the naval programme which Parlia- 
ment voted for the current year. Four 
other vessels—a cruiser, a submarine and 
two sloops—are to be built in the Royal 
Dockyards. The allotment between the 
Government establishments and private 
enterprise seems to be disproportionate, 
but it must be remembered that the dock- 
yards have virtually all the repairing and 
reconditioning of the Royal Navy. The 
ships to be constructed in the private 
yards include two cruisers, one Aotilla. 
leader, eight destroyers, two submarines 
and some smaller vessels. The total value 
of the impending work will be eight and a 
half millions, of which over six millions 
will be paid out in wages. Next year's 
programme will include the laying-down 
of two battleships, five cruisers and 
numerous smaller craft. 


Sugar 


The representatives of the sugar industry 
in seven countries which have adhered to 
the Chadbourne sugar restriction plan have 
agreed in Brussels to form themselves into 
an international sugar committee. The 
aim of the committee wiil be to maintain 
and encourage close relations between the 
countries, and to facilitate efforts to reach 
a world agreement. The countries ‘con- 
cerned are Cuba, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Hungary, Belgium, Peru and Germany. 
It is hoped that Java, which has denounced 
the Chadbourne plan, may be persuaded 
to join the new agreement. 


Wireless in Motors 


Mr. Hore-Belisha, Minister of Transport, 
has completed a series of draft regulations 
concerning the fitting and use of radio 
sets in motor cars, and is inviting the views 
of interested parties and organisations 
respecting them. These regulations have 
two main objects in view. e first is to 
provide adequate safeguards against fire 
from electric fusing, and the second the 
banning of the use of radio sets in cars 
in built-up areas. The latter is in the 
interests both of safety and of silence. 


Smuggling 


Reports concerning the smuggling of 
dutiable goods from the Continent i 
of the Isle of Wight are to be investigated 
by the authorities, though it is regarded 
as doubtful whether the operations are on 
so large a scale as has been aileged. For 
some time past reports of the smuggling 
of brandy and tobacco from France have 
been current, but little evidence has been 
discowred that any large-scale evasion of 
the Customs duties has been practised. It 
is suspected, however, that motor boats. 
with amateur crews, have from time to 
time landed un-Customed goods at quiet 
Peco of the coast. One of the reasons 
or doubting the reports of large opera- 
tions is the difficulty of disposing of 
brandy and tobacco which has not been 
imported in a legitimate manner. 


. | The Policeman's Lot 


Lord Trenchard’s keen concern for the 
well-being of the Metropolitan Police, 
particularly in their home life, is taking 
tangible shape. In Kensington a huge 
block of flats is nearing completion, and 
this is one of the first instalments of the 
Commissioner's four million pound re- 
housing scheme. This capacious building 
is being put up especially for married 
men. Linoleum is laid in every room and 
blinds fitted to every window. There are 
plenty of cupboards, one being specially 
designed to hold heavy uniforms. There 
are also up-to-date kitchens fitted with 
geyser, a gas boiler, and an excellent bath- 
room. Arrangements will be made to 
connect each flat with a central telephone, 
by which means stations can get into quick 
touch with men required for special or 
urgent duty.

IRELAND’S CONFIDENCE 


Colonel Broy said that in 1935 Ireland 
had as good material as at any time pre- 
viously, and that she was confident that 
they only needed the opportunity at Berlin 
in 1936 to demonstrate again her sporting 
prowess to the assembled athletes of the 
world. 

Ireland was the only country in the 
world which could compare with Greece as 
regards the early institution of national 
games. It was about the time that the 
ancient Greeks set up the series of 
Olympian Games that our forefathers had 
initiated Aonach Tailltean. 

In 1924 Ireland, at Paris, participated 
in the Olympic Games, and athletic, box- 
ing and swimming teams from this country 
gave a good display, whise at the Amster- 
dam Games in 1928 Ireland had the 
supreme pleasure of seeing her flag hoisted 
to the mainmast and hearing Ireland’s 
National Anthem played in the impressive 
official ceremony for the victory of Dr. P. 
O'Callaghan in the hammer-throw contest. 

At Los Angeles the Doctor again re- 
peated his performance in a manner not 
likely to be forgotten in Olympic history. 

In addition, on that occasion their 
famous all-round athlete, Tisdall, had won 
heats and final in the 400 metre hurdles 
in the manner that thrilled the spectators.

SHIPPING STRIKE’

ITH the settlement of the strike ol 
French Line employés at Le Havre 
the agitation against M. Laval’s de- 
flationary economy drive yesterday 
appeared to be dying down, says Reuter.

Who would benefit, Mr. Foster asked, from 
abolition of the milk scheme? Not the pro- 
ducers certainly. Possibly the only section of 
the community to benefit would be the con- 
sumers, because mnnrestricted competition for 
the markets would mean that the. public 
would receive. milk cheaper than they did 
now. That was always.one of the ‘inevitable 
consequences of unrestricted competition. But 
milk consumers did not. wish te..purchase 
goods unnecessarily cheap if the effect was 
to jeopardise the livelihood of. the dairy 
farmers and to reduce the conditions of service 
for farm labourers. Without a doubt, he 
added, the big distribution companies would 
profit if the milk marketing scheme were 
revoked.

HOSPITAL 


From Our Corresronpent. 
CORK, Thursday. 


At a “Bo gi of the Law and Finance 
Committee oí the Cork Mental Hospital to- 
day, Alderman F. J. Daly presiding, reference 
was again made to the overcrowding of the 
institution, Alderman Allen remarking that 
it was a great hardship that the Board could 
not get permission to go on with the exten- 
sion work. Apparently, he said, they do not 
want to do anything for Cork. 

The Chairman—We have 160 acres attached 
to this institution. We have a beautiful site 
for our scheme. Our plans, and everything 
needed, are ready, and yet we have to keep 
patients on the floor. 

In reply to the Chairman, Dr. Cashman, 
Acting Resident Medica] Superintendent, said 
that the Cork Mental Hospital capacity was 
1,740, and they had 2,080 patients at present. 
The Chairman said that, including the 
staff, they had 2,600 people to take care of, 
and they had not even an operating chamber 
in the hospital, nor any proper hospital 
tacilities. : 

It was decided to request the Government 
again to consider the matter.

SIR JOHN THOMPSON 


Sir John Perronet Thompson, for many 
im a distinguished figure in the Indian 
ivil Service, died at a nursing home in 
London last night at the age of 62. Last 
Saturday he underwent an operation for acute 
appendicitis, Sir John had for four years 
been Chief Commissioner of Delhi when he 
retired from the Indian Civil Service in 1932. 
He was the second son of Vincent Thomas 
n, formerly Assistant Recorder of 
Upon his retirement Sir John de- 
voted himself energetically to the work of 
a number of East Indian societies and organi- 
sations, and he was a frequent speaker in 
support of constitutional reform proposals. 
He was chairman of the Union of Britain and 
India and Vice-President of the Royal Central 
Association Society and a member of the 
Council of the Royal.

He gave evidence ‘before the Joint Select 
Committee on Indian Reform in 1933, and he 
was one of those who took ‘part in the con- 
troversial broadcasts on. the.Committee’s re- 
port at the beginning of this year. He 
married in 1901 Ada, Lucia, eldest. daughter 
of the late R. Y. Tyrrell, F.B.A., formerly 
Senior Fellow of  Trinit College, Dublin.

An important circular in regard to the new 
Housing Act, 1935, which received the Royal 
assent last Friday, was issued by the British 
Ministry of Health last might. 

It has been sent to county, county borough, 
town, urban district and rural district councils 
of England and Wales. ‘‘ The passing of the 
Act opens the attack upon. the evil of over. 
crow *» it..says, 

The Minister emphasises the importance of 
the new work which has to be undertaken, 
and: the necessity. that every member of a 
local authority and every officer who is con- 
cerned should be considering the problem as 
it affects his area. 

Of the first. 1 nce are the powers 
given to local authorities to acquire properties 
for the purpose of reconditioning them, and 
the financial assistance made available for this 
reconditioning, although the cottages belong 
to a local authority. The Act authorises a 
local authority to purchase compulsorily 
houses or other buildings which may be r-ade 
suitable as dwelling-houses for the working 
classes, and ‘directs the local authority then 
to proceed forthwith to secure the alteration, 
enlargement, repair or improvement of the 
houses or ' buildings, either directly or hy 
leasing or selling the property on conditions 
which will effect this object. :

POLAND-DANZIG 
AGREEMENT, 


CUSTOMS DIFFICULTY 


EASED

WARSAW, Thursday. 

An agreement was reached between 
Poland and Danzig to-day by which 
Danzig agrees to rescind her recent. emer- 
gency decree opening her frontiers to duty- 
free entry of German goods. 

At the same time Poland has aereed to 
merchandise consigned to. Poland. being 
cleared by the Danzig Customs, though the 
duties, are to be paid in zloty:imstead of 
in Danzig guiden as formerly, 

The President of the Danzig Senate. 
Greiser, was to-day -received by 
Colonel Beck, the Polish Foreign Minister, 
prior to the latter’s departure - Finland 

The Customs dispute between. Poland 
and Danzig started in June, when Danzig 
imposed currency restrictions, which had 
the effect of holding up the transfer to 
Polish imports were deflected. via ‘Gdynia. 
in the Free City. 

In answer to this Poland, on June 23rd. 
produced new regulations depriving Danzig 
of the ris to clear goods consigned to 
Poland, thus negativing the Danzig-Polish 
Customs Treaty. The rosult of this was 
disastrous for Danzig, for it meant -that 
Polish imports were deflected ria Ddynia. 

The situation became so serious that a 
week ago the Danzig President, Herr 
Greiser, was given emergency powers, and 
promptly opened the frontiers to duty-free 
entry of foodstuffs and the necessities of 
life from Germany. 

This move aroused great indignation in 
Warsaw, and last Saturday it was reported 
that Poland had closed her frontiers to 
Danzig goods, but this was later officially 
denied in Warsaw.

STEAMER SUNK IN 
THAMES 


CREW SAVED 


The Cragside, a British coastal steamer 
of 460 tons, was sunk in the Thames last 
night, after being in collision with the 
steamship Madura (9,032 tons), shortly 
after the latter vessel had left the King 
George V. Dock. All the members of the 
crew of the Cragside have been saved. 

The Madura is owned by the British 
India Steam Navigation Company, Ltd., 
and was registered at Glasgow. The Crag- 
side belongs to the Tyne-Tees Steam 
Shipping Co., Ltd. Her port of registry 
is Stockton. 

The Cragside, which was built this year, 
settled down within thirty seconds, and 
now lies with only her masts and bows 
above the water at high tide, a danger to 
shipping. 

A member of the crew of the Cragside 
told a reporter that he was standing about 
a foot from the point of impact. ‘I saw 
what was going to happen,”’ he said, ‘‘ and 
shouted to the men to stand by the boats. 
Tugs rushed to our assistance, and all of 
our crew of ten managed to jump on one 
which came alongside.”’ reck-lighters 
are marking the spot preparatory to 
salvage operations. The crew and the 
captain's wife, who was on board, spent 
last night at a sailors’ hostel. 

The Cragside, loaded with iron and steel, 
from Middlesbrough, was going to Cubitt 
Town, London, and the Madura was bound 
for Liverpool. 

Gallions Reach, Woolwich, where the 
collision occurred, has been the scene of 
many collisions and the graveyard of a 
number of ships. Eight lives were lost in 
the collision between the New York 
steamer, American Trader, and the London 
tug, Royalist, in the Reach in 1931.

Richard McKeever, replying to Mr. Clarke 
(prosecuting), said that when he saw the 
advertisement he sent a reply to the box-office 
of the newspaper as directed, and next day 
received a letter, signed “' Ryan Bros., who 
were described as exporters of butter and 
eggs, offering to take the witness’s butter at 
lld. per Ib. On June 25th, July 2nd and July 
9th he forwarded said butter, totalling 1641b., 
the price of which, at 11d. per lb., was £7 
10s. 4d. He never received payment, nor did 
they answer his letters. 

Mr. Tyrell told the Court that he had 
taken boxes of butter from the G.N.R. Station 
to North Lotts for Messrs. Ryan, but as they 
had removed to an address in Great Strand 
street he delivered the butter there, and a 
woman took delivery of it on behalf of the 
Ryans. 

Mrs. H. Langrell stated that she had con- 
signed butter to the defendants, for which 
she had not received payment. 

Mrs. M. Carney, Mountjoy square, stated 
that 50 North Lotts belonged to a Miss M. 
Cruise, and that the Ryans had no authority 
to use that address on their bill-heads. 

The further gh. was adjourned for a 
week, and the defendants were allowed out 
on bail.
